Letter  from  the  Executive  Director 

We  are  pleased  to  provide  this  look-back  at 
the  Missouri  Arts  Council's  accomplishments 
in  this  fiscal  year  2006  Annual  Report,  as  we 
look-ahead  to  the  opportunities  and  challenges 
in  the  next  year  and  beyond. 

Missouri  Arts  Council  has  embarked  in  a 
strategic  planning  process.  With  the  addition  of 
several  new  council  members  MAC's  planning 
process  extended  beyond  2006  to  allow  input 
from  those  new  members.  Town  hall  and  focus 
group  meetings,  as  well  as  on-line  surveys 
were  conducted  to  elicit  input  from  MAC's 
constituents.  The  new  plan  will  be  disseminated 
through  a  Listening  Tour  throughout  the  state. 

Missouri  Arts  Council  creates  public  value 
beyond  the  funds  it  provides  to  organizations. 
By  improving  and  expanding  existing  programs 
and  services,  initiating  new  programs  and 
services,  bolstering  the  state's  economy  through 
the  arts,  and  improving  education  through 
arts  education  programs  and  professional 
development  opportunities  for  teaching  artists 
and  educators,  MAC  encourages  participation  in 
all  the  arts  for  all  of  Missouri's  citizens. 

Art  Builds  Communities  will  focus  on 
providing  programs  and  services  in  unfunded 
and  under-funded  legislative  districts  in  non- 
metropolitan  regions  of  Missouri.  MAC  will  also 
target  Governor  Blunt 's  designated  D.R.E.A.M. 
(Downtown  Revitalization  and  Economic 
Assistance  for  Missouri)  communities  to  provide 
arts  programs  and  services  designed  to  help 
revitalize  and  spur  economic  development  in 
those  downtowns. 

Partnering  with  Mid-America  Arts  Alliance, 
MAC  supports  H.E.L.P.  (Hands-on  Experiential 


Learning  Project),  providing  research  and 
assistance  for  Missouri's  museums.  American 
Masterpieces,  a  program  supported  by  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  MAC, 
in  partnership  with  the  Missouri  Folk  Arts 
Program,  provides  a  traveling  exhibition  of 
Missouri's  luthiers.  Work  is  Art  and  Art  is  Work: 
The  Art  of  Handcrafted  Instruments  in  several 
Missouri  communities.  MAC  continues  to  partner 
with  Missouri  Association  of  Community  Arts 
Agencies  to  support  community  programs  and 
regional  arts  councils  statewide. 

Thanks  to  Governor  Blunt 's  recommendation, 
the  legislature's  support,  and  the  continued 
advocacy  efforts  of  Missouri  Citizens  for  the 
Arts  and  the  arts  organizations  in  Missouri,  in 
FY2006  MAC  received  a  state  appropriation  into 
its  Trust  Fund  for  the  first  time  in  four  years. 
Governor  Blunt  also  recommended  substantial 
increases  into  MAC's  Trust  Fund  for  FY2007 
and  FY2008,  encouraging  the  legislature  to  honor 
the  Trust  Fund  legislation.  These  are  all  positive 
steps  forward  for  the  future  of  the  Missouri 
Arts  Council  and  the  programs  and  services 
it  supports. 

Missouri  Arts  Council  has  come  a  long 
way  since  its  beginnings  in  1965,  and  with  the 
support  of  Governor  Blunt,  the  legislature  and 
our  arts  organization  partners  we  are  creating 
a  better  quality  of  life  for  all  Missourians,  and 
making  Missouri  a  better  place  to  live,  work, 
play  and  do  business.

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In  partnership  with  various  arts  and  education  agencies  through- 
out the  state,  the  Missouri  Arts  Council  has  worked  with  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  to  introduce  a  new  national  poetry 
contest  to  Missouri  high  schools.  Poetry  Out  Loud:  National  Recitation 
Contest  aims  to  encourage  high  school  students  to  learn  about  great  poet- 
ry through  memorization,  performance,  and  competition. 

The  program  is  designed  to  fit  conveniently  into  a  teacher's  schedule 
with  minimal  disruption,  taking  place  over  a  two  to  three  week  period 
without  requiring  full  class  periods.  Beginning  as  a  classroom  competition, 
winners  then  compete  school-wide,  statewide,  and  finally,  for  the  $20,000 
college  scholarship  given  to  the  Poetry  Out  Loud  National  Champion, 
Last  year,  eight  Missouri  schools  participated 
in  the  program  which  was  piloted  in  all  50  states 
Missouri  State  Champion,  Aislinn  Lowry  of 

Jefferson  City  High  School,  proceeded  to  Washington  D.C. 
where  she  placed  fourth  nationally.  Next  year  the  program 
will  expand  to  include  70  high  schools  in  Missouri. 


By  encouraging  high  school 
students  to  memorize 
and  perform  great  poems, 
Poetry  Out  Loud  invites 
the  dynamic  aspects  of  slam 
poetry,  spoken  word,  and 
theater  into  the  English 
class.  This  exciting  new 
program,  which  began  in 
2005,  helps  students  master 
public  speaking  skills,  build 
self-confidence,  and  learn 
about  their  literary  heritage."

City  Visions,  a  program  of  the  Double  Helix  Corporation's  television  station,  KDHX 
TV,  works  to  develop,  encourage,  and  support  the  growth  of  independent  media  arts  in  St. 
Louis.  As  the  official  St.  Louis  host  of  the  nationally  renowned  48  Hour  Film  Project,  City 
Visions  lives  up  to  these  commitments  by  providing  a  unique  environment  and  significant 
access  in  order  to  support  the  creative  vision  of  St.  Louis  media  artists. 

Funded  by  MAC,  the  48  Hour  Film  Project  requires  filmmakers  to  put  a  film  together  from 
scratch  in  48  hours.  As  the  program  s  website  states,  "Every  second  counts  when  you  only  have  48 
hours  to  make  a  film."  At  the  beginning  of  the  competition,  each  team  selects  a  genre  for  their  film 
from  a  random  drawing  as  a  way  to  ensure  the  teams  only  have  forty-eight  hours  to  work  on  their 
film.  In  addition,  a  character  is  announced  that  must  appear  in  every  film,  as  well  as  a  prop  and  a 
line  of  dialogue. 

The  elements  for  the  48  Hour  Film  Project  St.  Louis  2006,  which  must  appear  in  every  film: 

•  Character:  Leo  or  Linda  Garren,  Bank  Manager 

•  Prop:  Shopping  Bag 

•  Line  of  Dialogue:  "Is  that  all  I  am  to  you?"

Harriman- Jewell  Series 
William  Jewell  College 

1965  was  an  auspicious  year  for  the  arts  in  Missouri.  In  that 
same  year  both  the  Missouri  Arts  Council  and  the  performing  arts 
series  at  Wilham  Jewell  College  began.  The  program  was  recently  renamed 
the  Harriman- Jewell  series  to  acknowledge  the  founder  and  artistic  director  Dr. 
Richard  Harriman  and  its  affiliation  with  the  college.  From  the  beginning  it  has  been 
inextricably  linked  with  the  finest  performers,  often  introducing  performers  before 
they  are  widely  known.  Those  events  included  early-career  recitals  by  mezzo-soprano 
Marilyn  Horne,  violinist  Itzhak  Perlman  and  tenor  Luciano  Pavarotti,  who  sang  his 
first  professional  recital  on  February  1, 1973,  as  part  of  the  Harriman- Jewell  Series. 

To  better  accommodate  metropolitan  audiences  and  world-class  performing  art- 
ists, all  Series  presentations  have  been  held  in  downtown  Kansas  City  since  the  late 
1980s,  primarily  at  the  Folly  Theater  and  the  Music  Hall.

Much  like  the  Native  Americans  who  traveled  to  Arrow  Rock  to  gather  flint  for  their  arrow 
heads,  theatre  audiences  are  flocking  to  this  unique  19th  century  National  Historic  Landmark 
town  to  witness  award- winning  shows. 
With  a  population  of  less  than  100  people,  the  town  of  Arrow  Rock  might  not  seem  like  the 
probable  place  for  a  408-seat  theatre  which  welcomes  professional  actors  from  across  the  country  to 
stage  Broadway-caliber  shows  every  summer.  And  yet,  to  the  delight  of  audiences  in  central  Missouri 
and  beyond,  the  Lyceum  has  been  doing  just  that  for  the  past  45  years.  For  five  months,  actors,  design- 
ers, directors,  and  technicians  take  residence  in  Arrow  Rock  each  year  to  produce  outstanding  musicals 
and  plays.

The  Center  for  Creative  Studies  at  the  University  of  Missouri-Kansas  City  has 
long  served  as  a  catalyst  for  exploring  the  creative  process  through  interdisciplinary 
research,  scholarship,  and  innovative  projects  for  understanding  the  role  creativity  plays 
in  shaping  contemporary  society.  Since  its  inception,  the  Center  has  presented  numerous 
artistic  and  educational  programs  focused  on  the  creative  process. 

M  AC  s  belief  in  the  value  of  innovation  and  creative  expression  in  the  arts  fits  hand-in- 
hand  with  the  Center  for  Creative  Studies  most  recent  project.  Sublimated  City.  Inherent  in 
the  design  of  the  project  is  the  understanding  that,  according  to  their  website,  "a  city  is  the 
outcome  of  infinite  layers  of  fingerprints  and  experiences  coming  from  millions  of  choices, 
unintended  acts,  conversations  and  confrontations.  Each  provides  an  extraordinary  account 
of  the  urban  fabric." 

The  project  provided  a  structure  that  encouraged  citizen  participation  through  contribut- 
ing answers  to  a  series  of  questions  from  the  perspective  of  sight,  sound,  smell,  touch,  emo- 
tion, and  color.  The  answers  to  these  questions  were  used  to  make  observations  about  how 
participants  relate  to  their  city.

Established  Institutions  include  the  state  s  largest  and  most  stable  organizations.  In 
order  to  be  eligible  for  Established  Institutions,  organizations  must  have  a  three-year 
history  of  operating  revenues  exceeding  $2,000,000  (certain  restrictions  apply),  full-time 
professional  personnel,  full  season  of  exhibitions/performances,  appropriate  community 
involvement  and  significant  local,  regional  or  national  impact. 

Sheldon  Concert  Hall 

Described  as  the  "Carnegie  Hall  of  St.  Louis"  the  historically  rich  Sheldon  Concert  Hall  is  renowned 
for  its  perfect  acoustics.  Located  in  the  heart  of  St.  Louis'  Grand  Center  arts  district,  the  hall  is  the 
site  of  over  300  events  each  year,  including  great  jazz,  folk  and  classical  music.  Recent  concerts  have 
featured  musicians  such  as  Dave  Brubeck,  Cleo  Laine,  Jose  Carreras,  Herbie  Hancock,  Doc  Watson,  Joan 
Baez,  Willie  Nelson,  Julian  Bream,  Itzhak  Perlman  and  Jessye  Norman.  In  addition.  The  Sheldon  presents 
Family  Concerts,  educational  programs  for  schools  and  the  "Notes  From  Home"  series,  featuring  St.  Louis 
musicians. 

The  Sheldon  recently  expanded  its  artistic  focus 
to  include  six  art  galleries  that  encompass  7,000 
square  feet  and  feature  exhibits  on  photography, 
architecture,  St.  Louis  artists  and  collections, 
jazz  history,  emerging  artists  and  children's 
art.

The  grant  application  form  is  similar  to  Mini-grants 
with  specific  questions  asked  regarding  the  Lewis  and  Clark  arts  programming 
Through  a  working  partnership,  funded  programs  will  be  promoted  by  the  Missouri 
Division  of  Tourism. 


Camp  Blue  Sky 

Camp  Blue  Sky  offered  a  one  week  professional  art  instruction  and  exploration  to  204  chil- 
dren ages  5-13  and  36  teenage  volunteer  counselors  in  Pettis  County.  Campers  were  exposed 
to  theatre,  music,  painting,  ceramics  and  dance.  To  enhance  the  program,  visiting  artists  are 
chosen  based  on  their  expertise  relating  to  the  theme  and  asked  to  perform  and  interact  with 
children.  This  project  theme  was  "Spirit  of  the  West",  which  focused  on  the  journey  through 
Americas  western  arts,  history.  Native  American  cultural  arts  and  folklore  including  a  day  of 
activity  on  the  Lewis  and  Clark  expeditions.  Missouri  Arts  Council  funds  were  used  for  the 
performances  of  Cathy  Barton,  Dave  Para,  and  Bob  Dyer.  These  artists  complemented  the 
existing  program  while  demonstrating  the  lost  art  forms  from  the  Lewis  and  Clark  era.

Mid-sized  arts  organizations  have  a  primary  purpose  to 
present  or  produce  art  and  have  reached  a  sustained  and  consistent  level  of  support  and 
programming.  To  be  eligible  organizations  must  have  a  three-year  history  of  operating  reve- 
nues between  $500,000  and  $2  million,  ranked  in  the  top  third  of  their  MAC  Discipline  Program 
Assistance  grant  panel  for  the  prior  three  years,  full-time  professional  management  personnel, 
appropriate  community  involvement  and  significant  local,  regional  or  national  impact. 

Friends  of  Chamber  Music 

Friends  of  Chamber  Music  is  no  secret  in  Kansas  City,  where  for  30

The  Minority  Arts  Program  focuses  on  supporting  multicultural  groups  that  serve 
minority  communities.  MAP  seeks  to  increase  the  awareness  of  the  arts  and  their 
impact,  both  socially  and  economically,  and  to  assist  minority  organizations  in 
becoming  more  competitive  grant  applicants.  The  Minority  Arts  Program  gives 
funding  priority  to  minority  managed  organizations  and  minority  developed 
projects.  Some  non-minority  organizations  that  provide  arts  services  to  specific 
minority  communities  may  also  be  eligible  for  funding.

Dances  of  India  hope  is  to  broaden  the  knowledge  of  East  Indian  traditions  in  St.  Louis 
through  classical/folk  dance  performances  and  workshops  while  ^  ^ 

engaging  in  multicultural  outreach  activities  in  minority  and  underserved  communities.  Missouri 
Arts  Council  funds  were  used  for  four  programs:  1)  The  annual  season  of  formal  concerts  of  classical 
and  folk  East  Indian  dances;  2)  Dance  performances/  V 
demonstrations  and  cultural  presentations  for  school  age 
children  primarily  from  the  minority  community;  3)  Outreach  activities 
at  cultural  centers,  community  centers,  senior  citizens  homes  and; 
4)  Sponsoring  and  coordinating  a  collaborative  dance  showcase 
featuring  more  than  23  local  dance  companies.

The  Capital  Incentive 
Program  (CIP)  is  a  MAC 
grant  program  implemented 
in  1999  and  intended  to 
spur  economic  activity  in 
the  nonprofit  arts  industry 
through  the  leveraging 
power  of  the  Trust.  No  longer 
open  to  submissions,  the 
CIP  matches  public  dollars 
to  private  contributions 
to  arts  organizations  for 
endowments  or  renovation/ 
construction  of  performance 
or  exhibition  space.  For  every 
two  dollars  contributed  by 
a  private  donor,  one  dollar 
in  the  Trust  is  set  aside  for 
the  organization's  benefit. 
Annually,  a  cash  distribution 
equal  to  5%  of  the  set 
aside  amount  is  paid  to  the 
organization.

The  private  funds  raised  by  the  organizations  were  for  capital  construction  or  renovation  projects 
or  for  endowments.  The  matching  funds  are  permanently  held  in  the  Trust  and  are  earmarked  for 
the  organizations.

The  Missouri  Arts  Awards  would  not  be  complete  without  the  talented  artists  who  create  the  actual 
awards  and  provide  the  image  for  the  coveted  event  poster,  the  invitation,  and  program.  Always 
unique  and  compelling,  the  awards  have  themselves  become  an  integral  part  of  the  ceremony. 


A  panel  of  MAC  board  and  staff  members  selected  Leandra 
Spangler  from  a  pool  of  applicants  to  create  the  awards 
that  Governor  Matt  Blunt  and  First  Lady  Melanie  Blunt 
presented  to  the  2006  Arts  Awards  recipients. 

The  awards  represent  Spangler's  work  with  paper 
(handmade  and  found)  as  a  creative  medium.  The  awards 
are  contemporary  vessels  made  from  reed  forms  covered 
with  highly  textured  handmade  paper.  A  graphite  emulsion, 
which  is  polished  by  hand,  creates  a  luminous  protective 
surface.  Her  vessels  are  shown  across  the  country  at 
invitational  and  juried  exhibitions. 

Each  of  the  five  awards  is  unique  and  feature 
characteristics  appropriate  to  the  recipient  s  award.
